Sgt.-Observer John Carmich- 
ael, 20, son of Mr. and Mrs. D. 
W. Carmichael of Crossfield, 
who is with the RCAF overseas, 
was injured on his first flight 
over enemy territory, according 
to word received here. 

Mr. and Mrs. Carmichael receiv- 
ed a letter from Johnon Wednes- 
day in which he told of the raid 
over northern Germany. He was 
the only member of the bomber’s 
crew injured. His crew mates gave 
John first aid and he wasable to 
carry on as navig&tor ro direct the 
flight home. 

The accident occurred on Aug- 
ust 2nd, and, John writes, after 
they had dropped their bombs. Ac- 
cording to the letter John’s wound 
is not serious and he seems quite 
cheerful even though in hospital. . 

John joined the Royal Canad- 
ian Air Force in June last year 
and went overseas in April this 
year, since being transferred to 
serve with a Royal Air Force 
squadron. 


Minister Urges Farmers 
Wait Until Crop Dry 
Before Threshing 


EDMONTON, Sept. 16—Hon. D. 
Bruce MacMillan Alberta agricul- 
ture minister, today urged Alberta 
farmers to use the greatest care in 

rs having grain mature before begin- 
ning to thresh. 

He said reports have reached the 
agriculture department that, owing 
to unfavorable weather conditions, 
grain is sprouting in the stock and 
in the swath. In many districts, 
lower grades will result from these 
conditions and losses will be un- 
avoidable. 

In urging farmers to exercise the 
greatest care in having grain ma- 
ture and dry before commencing 
threshing, Mr. MacMillan said “if 
threshing is resumed before the 


’ grain is dry, further trouble will be 


experienced with heated grain in 
the bins or at the elevators. Farm- 
ers cannot handle heated grain on 
the farm without sustaining heavy 
losses and the lack of elevator 
space this year, makes it impossible 
to handle any large volume of damp 
grain at country elevators or ter- 
minals.” 

Experience has shown that it 
“pays to wait until the grain is in 
proper condition before threshing 
is resumed after a wet spell such 
as Alberta farmers have encounte: ed 
this year.”

The following information has 
just been issued by the Forest Ser- 
vice which gives details regarding 
the distribution of frees for planting 
to be made after the turn of the 
year. 

Trees, free of all charge excepting 
the express charge covering ship- 
ment, are to be given by the Forest 
Service to farmers’ in the province 
for the following purposes: 

1. For planting within natural 
poplar or willow bluffs. 

2. For replacements in established 
windbreaks or shelterbelts. 

3. For additions to established 
windbreaks or shelterbelts, where 
the trees to be planted are set out 
close enough to the old plantation 
that they receive protection against 
wind and, in the case of conifers, 
against the sun, by the established 
trees, 

Applications for rural schools and 
cemeteries will be given considera- 
tion. 

Trees are not available for beauti- 
fication. only, nor for the establish- 
ment of new windbreaks or shelter- 
belts. Persons requiring trees for 
the former purpose should secure 
them .from commercial nurseries, 
and for the latter should apply to 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture, Tree Planting Division, In- 
dian Head, Saskatchewan. 

Trees available for distribution In 
the spring of 1942 include the fol- 
lowing: White spruce, lodgepole 
pine, red pine, green ash, bur oak, 
Douglas fir, Siberian larch (not 
more than 10 to each applicant), 
white oak (not more than 10 to 
each applicant), red oak (not more 
than 10 to each applicant), Ameri- 
can elm (not more than 5 to each 
applicant). 

In addition to the above, cuttings 
of laurel, leaf willow, golden willow 
and northwest poplar will be avail- 
able. 

In connection with each applica- 
tion, it must be noted that a limit 
has been placed :on the shipment 
of Siberian larch, white oak, red 
oak and American elm, 

The quantities of these species are 
very limited, and it might be neces- 
sary to allot applicants smaller 
numbers, or entirely delete from 
some applications when a number 
of the first six are requested. In 
addition to the limitations of stock 
available, the number of applica- 


tions sometimes renders it impos- 
sible to send out all the trees for 
which applications are received. 

Application forms may be ob- 
tained from the Director of For- 
estry, Administration Building, Ed- 
monton. These forms must be re- 
ceived by the Director of Forestry, 
properly filled in, before January 31, 
1942.

Tests carried on at the Experi- 
mental Station at Swift Current 
show that the draft of one-way discs 
and moldboard plows increases very 
markedly with an increase of speed. 
An increase in speed of two miles per 
hour increased the draft of the one- 
way disc by 15 to 20 per cent, of the 
slow speed moldboard plow by 30 per 
cent, and of the high speed mold- 
board plow by over 25 per cent. 

An increase in speed of one and 
one-half times the slower speed re- 


quired twice as many horse-power to " 


operate the machine, giving a net 
result that 25 per cent more horse- 
power hours per acre were required 


to till the land in the case of the 


plow and over 10 per cent in the case 
of the one-way. This increase in 
power per acre is a definite increase 
in fuel per acre, Therefore, it is 
economically sound to pull larger 
units at slower rates of speed, Most 
important, however, is the fact that 
the better job of tilling resulted at 
the slower speeds. The soil was pul- 
verized less and the trash anchored 
in the one-way discing at the lower 
speed, 


It was further noted that the high 
speed moldboard plow used could be 
operated one mile per hour faster 
than the slow speed plow. leaving &
